He remained in 
New York until 1842, when he camfc to Canada, settling in 
Hamilton, where he practised his profession for about three 
years. He then removed to Beamsville, ana engaged in the 
manufacture of agricultural implements. In 1849, he removed 
to Brampton, and there carried on he same business. He was 
soon afterwards joined by his two brothers, Jame 3 and William 
Haggert, the partnership bearing the name of Hag~ert Bros., 
until 1866, when it was dissolved. Mr. Hag~ert continued the 
business alone until 1870, when he admitted as partner, R. 
Cochrane, of Fingal, El -in, the firm still retaining the 
old designation of Hag ert Bros. This partnership lasted for 
about ten years; when, in 1880, it was converted into a

Mr. Haggert’s family lived, when I 
was a lad, in the present Haggert 
mansion, which is directly opposite 
our own family home. But (W) years 
ago our home was a cottage, while the 
Haggert home was a massive edifice. 
Yet I seem to recall—very faintly— 
that it was given its present form and 
magnitude in the 70's; that it was in 
my childhood that the mansard roof 
was added, and the tower. I remem¬ 
ber going up the tower to stand on 
its floor, railed about with a breast- 
high iron ornamental fence; and I re¬ 
call quite distinctly being made dizzy 
and terrified by the altitude of this 
tower, and that even the barricade 
took nothing from my fears.
